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IHTRODUCTIOK 



For a number of years, cotnmunity colleges have submitted salary data to the 
Illinois comnunity College Board, the Illinois Board of Higher Education, and 
the Integrated Postsecondary Education System (formerly HEGIS). The Fall 1988 
Salary survey combined data items from these three instruments into one 
comprehensive survey. The IDHE's k.nd the IPEDS* surveys will be completed by 
the ICCB without further data submissions from the colleges. 

South Suburban College was unable to provide data for some salary survey 
tables due to the proximity of college negotiations concluding and this 
report* s publication. 

This report contains faculty salary data which are based on actual contracts, 
salaries from faculty salary schedules, part-time faculty salary rates, and 
overload faculty salary rates. Also included are administrative salaries, 
other (non-teaching) professional salaries, average faculty load information, 
salaries for positions similar to Universities Civil service classifications, 
salaries of selected administrators, and fiscal year 1988 total salaries 
actually paid to faculty, administrators, other (non- teaching) professionals, 
and classified staff.

FISCAL YEAS 1989 COHTRACTUAL BASE SALARIES FOR FULL-TIHE FACULTY 
AT ILLINOIS PUBLIC COHMUHITY COLLEGES 



Table 1 summarizes the ranges of salaries for full-time faculty on 9-month 
contracts for fiscal year 1989. 

Table 2 identifies the lowe(.t. average, highest, and median academic year 
contractual base salaries of full-time faculty with 9-month contracts at each 
community college in Illinois. Table 3 provides the same information for 
full-time faculty with 12-month contracts. 

The \ow salaries represent the lowest contractual base salary actually paid to 
a full-time fac- Ity member at each of the community college districts and may 
be different from salary schedule salaries Which are reported in Tables 7 and 
8. 

The high salaries represent the highest contractual base salary actually paid 
to full-time teaching faculty menlbers for an academic year at each of the 
colleges. The mean salaric; i-epresent the weighted average of all full-time 
teaching faculty salaries at each jomnunity college district. Statewide 
average salary data reported throughout this report are weighted average 
salary data. The median salaries reported are those Which are the middle 
salary at each college. The median salary is generally considered to be the 
most appropriate measure of central tendency for salary data within a given 
college since it is not affected by extreme high or low salaries; however, it 
is not as meaningful when reporting sf.^^ewide composite laedian salary data.

Table 4 sunniarizes part-time faculty and full-time faculty overload and summer 
term salary rates in Illinois public community colleges during fiscal 
year 1989. 

Table 5 presents the average part-time faculty salary rates per semester 
credit hour and full-time faculty overload rates by each connunity college 
district. The first column shows the part-time faculty rate per course credit 
hour. This rate is the amount paid to part-time teachers Who might, for 
example » te^ch a night class at an extension center. The second colxtmn shows 
the overload rate for full-time faculty for the academic year. This rate 
represents the amount paid to full-time faculty for teaching courses above the 
full-time load during the academic year. Often this is condensation for 
teaching an extra night class or for teaching an additional class in the 
daytime. The third column reflects the amount received by full-time faculty 
members for teaching a class during the summer term. Community colleges have 
many different bases for deterr' g part-time faculty rates as well as 
overload rates. Some colleges p«:* flat raice per course or a flat rate per 
term» other colleges base their ' .qh on contact hours or credit hours t &nd 
still others pay an hourly rat^^. In addition, the overload rates for 
full-time faculty are based on a percentage of that faculty meiiA>er*s actual 
salary at some colleges.

Tabla 9 shows thasa institutional policias for aach collaga. Of tha 39 
conmunity collaga districts in Illinois, thirtaan hava profassional rank, 
although not all of thasa usa rank as a critaria for salary datarminations. 
Thirty-fiva public eomminity collaga districts raportad ti at thay hava maatar 
contracts with tha faculty. 

In addition to tha class contact hours, offica hours, and acadamic advising 
hours, faculty maiAbars spand much tima in grading papars, praparing class 
prasantations, working on curriculum davalopmant, and sarving on collaga 
coimittaas. Accordingly, although tha stata avaraga nunOiar of raquirad waakly 
hours for tha faculty doar not total 40 hours, most faculty manibars spand ovar 
40 houv9 par waak on thair full-tima assignmants.

Tables 11 and 12 
ifisatify the nuidber of staff and the lowest, average, highest, and median 
contractual base salaries paid to full-time other (non-teaching) professionals 
(9-month and 12-inonth) at each connunity college in Illinois. Other 
professional staff include counselors, librarians, and instructional support 
staff such as curriculvnn coordinators. Even though some colleges may classify 
some of these personnel types as non-teaching faculty, they were asked to 
report them in this category. 

The lowest and highest salaries represent the lowest and highest base salaries 
actually paid to full-time other (non- teaching) professionals at each of the 
community colleges. The average salaries represent the weighted average of 
all full-time other (non-teaching) professional salaries at each college. The 
median salaries represent the salary received by the person in the middla of 
the range at each college. The weighted state average salary of other 
(non-teaching) professional staff with 9-month contracts was $35,693. For 
father (non-teaching) professional staff with 12-month contracts, the weighted 
state average salary was $25,033.

Some colleges may classify some of these administrative positions as faculty 
or other (non- teaching) professional staff. However, for the sake of 
conparison, they were asked to report them as administrative staff regardless 
of how they were classified at the college. 

The statewide weighted average administrative salary for fiscal year 1989 was 
$41,125. The lowest reported administrative salary was $14,282, and the 
highest was $95,500. Administrative salaries are based on 12 months.

The chiet executive officer of the district is either a chancellor or a 
president and has overall administrative responsibilities for the district. 
The chief campus administrator reports directly to the chief executive officer 
of the district and has overall administrative responsibility for the 
college. Examples of chief campus administrators are the presidents or 
provosts at nulti-canqpus institutions and executive vice presidents for 
internal affairs at single caspus colleges. 

Due to the various administrative organizations which exist at the colleges, a 
particular position may not exist at some colleges. An analysis of the entire 
administrative structure must be made before making comparisons between 
similar positions at two different colleges. A nuBd)er of factors should be 
taken into account When comparing persons in similar positions at ttfo colleges 
such as the nuaA>er of years each administrator has been in the position, 
college size/number of full-time equivalent students, nuolber of staff 
supervised, cost of living in a given region of the state, etc.
